ALLIED  HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Algiers,  Jan.  22  l/Fj. —

successful  seaborne  blow  that 
completely  surprised  the  Gcr- 
mans  and  deeply  outflanked 
the  powerful  ‘'Gustav"  and 
"Adolf  Hitler”  defence  lines.

Allied  headquarters  mciely 
said  it  was  south  of  Rome,  but 
officially  described  the  assault 
as  "another  phase  in  our  objec- 
tive to  take  Rome.'  The  land- 
ing caught  the  Nazis  by  "coo)- 
plete  surprise”  and  "constitutes 
a grave  menace”  to  enemy

I ON  DON.  Jan.  22  i/P). — The  Central  German  industrial  city 
^ of  Magdeburg,  twice  destroyed  by  fire  centuries  ago.  once 
more  was  ablaze  tonight  after  a terrific  hammering  by  the 
R.A.F.,  which  brought  to  a climax  a mighty  26-hour  aerial 
battle  involving  perhaps  3.000  Allied  planes. 

Large  sections  of  the  city,  a rail  junction  harboring  a wide 
variety  of  war  industries,  were  left  in  flames  by  a deluge  of 
more  than  2,000  long  tons  of  explosives  and  incendiaries  dropped 
with  saturating  effect  in  34  minutes  by  planes  which  flew  more 
than  500  miles  to  reach  their  targets. 

The  assault  brought  to  at  least 
8,300  tons  the  total  weight  of  bombs 
hurled  on  Europe  by  Allied  air 
armada.-,  in  two  nights  and  a da;.. 
An  RAF  s!.*ault  on  Berlin  Thurs- 
day night  and  an  American  heavy 
bomber  pounding  of  the  •rocket 
gun-  ciMUit  _ .of  France  Friday  were 
the  other  pruulpr.1  raid* 

While  the  K.A.F.  w;w,  pulverizing 
M.udcburg,  capital  of  the  Prussian 
Province  of  Saxony  lying  on  Lhe

The  Air  Ministry  said  that  the 
German  High  Command  was  fooled 
into  thinking  that  the  bombers 
were  headed  for  Berlin,  and  that 
the  Germans  threw  up  every  av all- 
able  squadron  of  their  air  force  to 
break  up  the  attackers.

with  only  scattered  Ineffective  ark-

On  the  way!  Everything  okay, 
everything  okay!"

Attack  in  Italy 

Confirmed  reports  from  London  yester- 
day told  ol  the  successful  landing  of  Allied 
reinforcements  on  the  west  coast  ol  Italy 
jai  points  approximately  ,20  miles  south  ol 
Rome  I lie  landing,  which  involved  a con- 
siderable concentration  of  shipping,  was 
prefaced  by  the  grounding  of  enemy  planes  in 
the  Rome  area  and  the  cutting  ol  rad  and 
toad  links  in  enemy  hands  to  the  north.  At 
the  same  time  other  units  ol  thr  f-ifth  and 
1 igbtb  Armies  surged  forward  on  a fifteen- 
mile  Iront.  preventing  the  transler  ol  German 
troops  to  that  /one 

While  details  of  the  fresh  attack  are  pend 
ing.  there  is  no  doubt  that  from  the  scale  ol 
these  operations  the  Allies  intend  to  force 
the  rncmv  off  his  prepared  defences  south  ol 
Rome  Advanced  troops  from  the  attacking 
forces  are  already  behind  German  positions 
on  the  western  end  of  the  line,  below  the 
mouth  of  the  Tiber  River  A heavy  bom- 
bardment from  the  sea  covered  the  initial 
landings  while  air  cover  succeeded  in  isolat- 
ing all  save  one  of  the  German  airdromes  in 
the  vicinity  ol  Rome  Allied  communiques 
had  a confident  tone,  and  stated  the  attack 
had  taken  the  enemy  at  a disadvantage 

Given  a period  of  favorable  weather  the 
Allies  can  force  the  enemy  to  fight  with  what- 
ever aroops  he  has  in  the  immediate  region, 
blocking  anv  hope  ol  reinforcements  by  rail 
or  road  or  from  the  Jir.  I hat  was  the  mean- 
ing of  the  heavy  air  attacks  on  German  air- 
dromes and  of  the  pounding  given  rail  and 
road  junctions  north  of  Rome  during  the  last 
seven  davs.  Allied  strength  at  sea  and  in  the 
air  are  thus  being  used  in  a manner  that  is 
brvond  the  reach  ofthc  enemy.  Daring  in  its 
eutpc  and  execution  the  attack  may  lead  to 
swift  developments  in  the  course  of  the  next 
forty-eight  hours 

Kiting  l«t  Climax 

Quite  obviously  the  war  in  tin  Western 
Hemisphere  is  rising  towards  its  climax. 
Great  and  decisive  successes  by  Russian  arms 
on  the  Eastern  Front,  tl*  concentrated 
smashes  bv  multiple  Allied  air  forces  on 
(N-rman  and  Geeman  held  objectives  in  the 
West,  the  resumption  of  the  attack  in  Italy, 
and  a blockade  of  Germany  bv  water  that  is 
being  draw  n ever  tighter,  are  all  interlocking, 
and  presage  the  dav  when  the  Battle  of  Ger- 
many itself  will  commence 

On  the  Eastern  Front  our  Russian  all v 
retains  the  initiative  and  is  making  good  use 
of  it  T he  break  through  on  the  l eningnd 
front  has  thrown  the  whole  of  tlx  northern 
German  defence  system  into  disorder  at  a time 
when  the  enemy  was  straining  every  nerve 

• to  hold  the  weakened  southern  front  North 
and  south  of  the  Pripet  Marshes  the  Russians 
have  forced  the  Ormans  out  of  long-delended 
positions,  ami  won  to  within  striking  dis- 
tance ol  mam  railway  links  traversing  the 
long  front  from  the  Baltic  to  tlx  Black  Sea

In  the  West,  the  striking  power  of  the 
British  and  United  States  air  forces  is  being  | 
made  plainer  with  every  passing  day.  Massed  " 
squadrons  of  Allied  planes  are  hitting  the 
enemy  day  and  night,  with  very  little  inter-  l 
mission  Last  week  saw  a 2,300-ton  raid  , 
on  Berlin,  a 2.000-ton  raid  on  Magdeburg, 
and  devastating  attacks  along  the  length  and  r 
breadth  of  the  invasion  coast.

W ar  K Slern 

Unofficial  tabulation  of  Canadian  military 
casualties  in  Italy  emphasizes  the  stern  nature 
of  the  battle  for  Rome  Within  the  last  four 
weeks  casualties  have  tripled  compared  with 
the  previous  similar  period,  and  total  army 
casualties  for  the  Italian  campaign  arc  now 
approaching  the  figures  of  the  Sicilian  cam-

A Canadian  correspondent  with  the  Allied 
troops  in  Italy  tells  of  an  American  colleague 
at  a press  conference  asking  bluntly  what  was 
bolding  up  the  advance  One  of  General 
Alexander's  highest  ranking  staff  officers 
answered  just  as  bluntly:  “The  German  sol- 
dier '*  That  plain  fact  is  what  we  are  some- 
times apt  to  overlook,  although  Ortona  pro- 
vided ample  evidence  that  the  professional 
soldiers  of  the  Wchrmachl  arc  tough,  stub- 
born fighters  Our  men  are  better,  but  to  be- 
little the  skill  and  defensive  qualities  of  a 
well  entrenched  enemy  is  a folly  Canadian 
soldiers  do  not  indulge  in. 

Although  the  present  war  now  exceeds  in 
length  the  war  of  1914-18  this  country,  in 
common  with  the  whole  British  Empire,  has 
suffered  lar  lower  casualties  The  Canadian 
dead  in  tljc  Great  War  numbered  62.817;  in 
this  war  so  far  the  figure  is  approximately 
1 | 000  for  all  armed  forces.  It  would  prob- 
ably be  too  much  to  expect  that  this  com- 
paratively low  ratio  should  last  We  have 
been  warned  that  the  sternest  days  lie  ahead, 
and  wars  unfortunately  are  not  won  without 
casualties.  The  unexpected  often  happens, 
however,  and  it  could  he  that  losses  in  the 
gigantic  operations  planned  for  1944  will 
turn  out  happily  to  be  moderate.
